Rena Sitter began the Senior panel with 
the Niagara as her ship model, but was forced to give up her work because 
of illness. Her idea, however, was carried out by Marion Cook. Marion 
Gardner did the Faculty and the Organization panels getting her idea for 
the Faculty panel from Perry Square and its fountain. Washington School 
was fitted into a decorative background for the School Life panel by Lois 
Horsman. The inspiration for the Junior panel by Ruth Disterdick was a 
church spire. Gladys Liljenberg fashioned the blockhouse into a design for 
the Sophomore page. The Advertisers’ panel and the Little Lady on the 
Table of Contents page were done by Minnie White. The Advertisers’ 
panel suggests the spray of Lake Erie. The representation of the Stadium 
is by Grace Clapsaddle. The pictures were arranged by Earl Renz, who 
made the page border, and the Freshman panel with the Perry Monument 
as the stimulus. Now we come to the end panel done by Elvera Paul. 


Credit is also due to Margaret Welsh upon-whom fell the full responsi- 
bility of typing the copy. It was through her efforts that the 1928 Eriez 
_ was able to go to press on time. The success of the joke section is due to 
Isabel Sullivan.

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The A-B-C of Written 
History 


VERY child goes through the alphabet age. So did the human race 

in its childhood. Herodotus wrote of ‘“‘Cadmus the Trojan’’ who is 
credited with having introduced the Phoenician alphabet among the 
Greeks. The latter, having learned to make symbols represent sounds, would 
write their first line from right to left after the fashion of their Semitic teachers. 
Then the second line would run from left to right, and so the inscription would 
wind back and forth. Soon, however, Greek writing settled down to a left 


to right order. 


The Greek characters were changed by the Romans, whose ideas of letter 


formation we have modified very little even to this day. 


Cadmus, whether a real person or merely a name to represent Phoenician 
culture, deserves our thanks. For with the successor to his alphabet the 
thoughts and experiences of today go into more than one hundred languages
